French

BERLIN,

31.— French 
troops ha\e been cleared out of 
the forests south of Cumieres, 
the Germans taking ninety-one 
prisoners, it was officially

nounced this afternoon. 
•'On the west front, enemy 
torpedo boats which approached 
the m ast were driven off by our 
artillery fire,” said the official 
statement.

PARIS. May 31.— French

German attacks, the war office an­ 
nounced today. 
By a counter attack 
last night the French regained the 
lost ground south of Cumieres.

NEW YORK. May 31.— After 
he 
had thrown three bricks through the 
windows of William K. Vanderbilt, 
Senior’s. Fifth avenue mansion today 
in the belief that he was endanger­ 
ing the life of John I). Rockefeller, 
Saerbes Rsowrddes, 40, a foreigner, 
was overpowered and arrested by 
a 
policeman. 
Rsowrddes confessed, according to 
the police, that with three other men 
he plotted the assassination of 
the 
oil magnate. 
By mistake he threw 
the bricks through 
the Vanderbilt 
mansion at 650 Fifth avenue, 
two 
blocks from the Rockefeller home in 
Fifty-second street. 
The 
prisoner 
said he lived at 261 New Main street, 
Yonkers, N. Y. 
He came to Ameri­ 
ca from Italy fifteen years ago 
and 
worked as a wood carver and sculp­ 
tor, he said. Eight years ago business 
in his trade became so poor that he 
was forced to obtain employment as 
a subway laborer to keep his wife and 
four children from starving. 
He blame* Rockefeller and other 
capitalists for 
hi* troubles. 
With 
three men, whose names he refused to 
gB e, be planned to kill Rockefeller. 
The scheme, he said, was for two of 
the men to throw bricks through the 
front window* 
of the 
Rockefeller 
home while the other pair shot at 
Rockefeller when he ran out. 
Rsowrddes’ confederates 
deserted 
him, hut he decided to carry out the 
plot himself though armed only with 
a stiletto, with a four inch blade. 
He came to New York early today 
wuth a small satchel 
filled 
with 
bricks. 
Wreck Mirror 
The first brick the foreigner sent 
crashing through the window in the 
Vanderbilt home wrecked a mirror 
valued at $600. The others damaged 
valuable furniture. 
Policeman 
lavender 
heard 
the 
crash and ran toward the Vanderbilt 
home just as William K. Vanderbilt, 
Br., and Mrs. Vanderbilt thrust their 
heads out of a second story window 
to find out what was going on. Be­ 
lieving he w’as about 
to throw 
a 
bomb. the policeman hurled himself 
at the foreigner and threw him to the 
pavement. Rsowrddes fought vicious­ 
ly for several minutes before he was 
subdued. 
Dr. Bish examined the foreigner to 
determine whether he is sane. Sowrd- 
des was to be arraigned in Yorkville 
police court this afternoon, charged 
with malicious mischief.

Repeated rumors of peculiarities 
in the tuberculin testing of dairy 
herds of La Crosse county has de­ 
cided the 
state 
livestock sanitary 
board to hold an investigation of the 
situation here. 
An inspector of the 
board will be here either in July or 
August, according 
to 
State Veter­ 
inarian O. H. Eliason, to conduct the 
hearing and investigation. 
A quiet investigation of bovine tu­ 
berculosis conditions in La Crosse 
county has been going on for 
some 
time. 
Recently an inspector was here 
on a sleuthing trip. 
The announce­ 
ment of a thorough investigation hu- 
lowg hi* return to Madison with a 
report. 
Dr. Eliason admitted over the long 
distance telephone today that 
tne 
state board is to look into condi­ 
tions here. 
He w as very cautious In 
his statements. 
“ You may say that there will be 
an investigation,” the state veterin- 
head said. 
“ I am not prepared 
to 
say anything more just now. There 
has been a lot of talk and rumor 
about the tuberculin-test situation in 
La Crosse, and we want to clear it 
up. 
The board has several 
other 
matters to attend to and can’t get 
the investigation 
started 
for 
a 
month.” 
The talk which has aroused the 
board to investigation. Dr. Eliason 
said, involved charges of fraudulent 
testing of milch cattle. 
Dr. 
Elia­ 
son was asked about a report that a 
local veterinarian had been refused 
tuberculin-test tags. 
He replied that 
this was true in a measure. He re­ 
fused to explain that statement. The 
man is not now testing, Dr. Eliason 
said. 
The investigation undertaken 
r>y 
the state hoard recalls charges made 
by the city health department 
two 
years ago. 
At that time it was as­ 
serted that tuberculin-tests of milch 
cattle all over the state would bear 
investigation. 
It was charged that 
a great many cows were passed which 
were really tubercular. 
Dr. Eliason refused to say whether 
the recent slaughter of more than a 
score of tubercular cattle at 
the 
Farm ers’ Co-operative Parking plant 
in T,a Crosse was related to the in­ 
vestigation contemplated. 
“ We want to get matters straight­ 
ened out.” he said, “ before the cat­ 
tle-testing begins again 
next 
fall. 
Very little testing is done during the 
summer.”

HOPED NOTEWOULD NOT BENEEDED 


Ambassador Arredondo De­ 
livers Note to State De­ 
partment; Message iii 
Washington Tuesday 


WASHINGTON, May 31.— General 
Carranza in a note delivered to the 
state department today by Ambassa­ 
dor Arredondo requested withdrawal 
of the American forces from Mexico 
as an “ evidence of good faith” on the 
part of the United States 
govern­ 
ment. 
Pending such withdrawal Carran­ 
za asks a definite explanation of the 
reasons for keeping 
the troops in 
Mexico and their present 
purpose 
there. He says they are “ remaining 
idle.” 
Should neither 
the 
withdrawal 
nor the explanation be forthcoming, 
the note says, the Mexican govern­ 
ment will be obliged to consider the 
presence of American forces in Mex­ 
ico as an unfriendly invasion. 
The note is a lengthy one and de­ 
tails of the whole situation begin­ 
ning with the Columbus raid and con­ 
tinuing dow*n to the present. It was 
delivered to Arredondo yesterday by 
Manuel Mendez, 
who 
arrived 
in 
Washington 
Monday. 
Mendez was 
instructed when he left Mexico City 
with the note not to deliver it to 
Arredonno wihout first cabling for 
instructions upon reaching Washing­ 
ton. 
Carranza had hoped that occur­ 
rences while Mendez 
was 
enroute 
here might make the note unneces­ 
sary, Arredondo said today. 
Mendez received his instructions 
yesterday and at the same time Ar­ 
redondo was directed to deliver the 
note to the state department.

Met Suspicion 
When the foresters first entered 
these lands they found 
themselves 
confronted 
by an attitude 
of pro­ 
found suspicion. For generations a! 
government officer had been to many! 
of these p#*ople simply a revenue of-j 
ficer, in search of illicit distilleries.; 
A people of fine natural intelligence,! 
however, they were not long in per-J 
reiving that the foresters were in I 
no way dangerous to their interests. J 
The government men found that in j 
each neighborhood there was usual-J 
ly some old patriarch, who. as one; 
forester described it. was the king-j 
pin of the community. Without the ( 
authority of office, he exercised wide! 
control and once he had been won . 
over to the cause 
of conservation,: 
the way was open. The mountaineers; 
took the foresters into their homes,, 
and even showed them their hidden j 
‘ stills”. 
In these mountain people, the gov-] 
eminent men found a race of strange, 
contrasts. Of excellent Scotch. Irish 
and English blood, the men were tall, 
well-formed, proud and often had 
features of a decidedly aristocratic! 
cast. The women were pretty 
when 
young, but 
quickly 
acquired 
the; 
stolid face and heavy carriage which! 
are the marks of monotony and hard I 
' manual work. 
Hard W ays o f l i f e 
These people lived in log cabins' 
! of one or two rooms, which some- 
; times sheltered twenty 
to twenty- 
i five persons. They 
lived 
on corn 
bread, salt pork. with 
a few' vege­ 
tables in the summer and occasional­ 
ly game or fish. This food was al­ 
most always badly 
cooked. 
Their 
j farms consisted in patches of twenty 
j or thirty acres on the hillsides, re­ 
claim ed by girdling and killing trees, 
j so that the corn could grow between 
i the dead trunks. As a summer storm 
'frequently 
washed 
a whole 
farm 
away, there was not much incentive! 
to fertilize or to cultivate intensive­ 
ly. The people had a few scrub eat- 
tie and some razor back hogs. Al! 
! of their 
implements wrere 
of the 
crudest. Cut off from the world by a 
wilderness of forest 
clad 
ridges, 
crossed by neither highway nor rail­ 
road, they lived almost exactly as 
had their 
ancestors. who 
settled 
these lands and fought for their free­ 
dom in the battle of King’s Moun­ 
tain. 
One of the regular 
practices of 
the mountaineers was 
to burn the 
forests in order to make the grass 
come up earlier in the spring. Al­ 
ready the foresters have successful­ 
ly persuaded them of the unwisdom 
of this practice, which denudes the 
watersheds and burns the best ele 
ments out of the soil. But the gov­ 
ernment men have 
brought 
other 
blessings. The great 
areas which 
have been purchased from land com­ 
panies and railroads and placed un­ 
der government 
control
